The Outreach Committee has initiated 
the planning of several important pro- 
grams and activities that will form the 
core of the Committee’s outreach activ- 
ities for the year 1983-1984. 


The ‘‘Advisors and Speakers Clearing- 
house’’ (ASC) is one program which is 
desperately needed in the Boston area. 
The thrust of this new program will be in 
two related directions. First, a Career 
Advisory Network (CAN), aimed at im- 
proving the level of career information 
available to high school students will be 
the centerpiece of the Clearinghouse; and 
second, a more efficiently organized 
Speakers Bureau. Both of these sub- 
groups will draw upon a newly updated 
pool of BSA members and others, who 
are interested in participating as speakers 
and advisors. However, as a way of 
broadening the potential value and impact 
of such a program and integrating it more 
with the needs of the various school 
systems, a steering committee will be con- 
vened, composed of representatives of 
school volunteer organizations from 
Greater Boston communities, as well as 
from the BSA. This group will become a 
conduit between the school systems and 
the BSA membership, channeling requests 
for speakers, guest lecturers, and the like 
from school systems, as well as suggesting 
new ideas for roles that architects might 
play in their communities. 


Other programs include ‘‘Outreach Day’’ 
and the publication of a ‘‘Career Advise- 
ment Pamphlet’’. Outreach Day will be 
co-sponsored by the American Institute of 
Architects and BSA, and will be held 
November 15, 1983 at Harvard GSD. The 
purpose of Outreach Day is to introduce 
interested minority and women high 
school students to the field of archi- 
tecture. The focus of the pamphlet will be 
on career advisement for high school 
students and draws from the three panel 
discussions sponsored by the Outreach 
Committee. Although a publication of 
this nature does not presently exist, it 
represents a much needed advisory aid to 
counselors and students. 


BSA Energy Committee 
Book Review by Marcel E. Sammut AIA 


Richard H. Montgomery, The Solar Deci- 
sion Book of Homes, a Guide to Design- 
ing and Remodeling for Solar Heating. 
John Wiley and Sons, 1982. 326 pages, 
available at the Architectural Bookshop, 
$27.95. 


As the title implies, the book is a guide 
for architects and home owners who wish 
to remodel a house or to build a new one 
in an energy efficient manner, combining 
passive and active solar energy techniques 
and conservation principles. 


Many books have been written on these 
subjects, but the originality of this one 
lies in that it not only explains principles 
but also provides practical examples with 
clear graphs, tables, calculations, cost 
comparisons and benefits. The aim is to 
assist the reader to make his or her own 
calculations and decisions. The book ex- 
plains how to determine energy needs and 
their costs, how to assess a home with 
respect to potential energy savings, site 
and interior planning, selection of mate- 
tials, energy storage capacity, and the 
possibility of economic alterations. 
Worksheets are provided to arrive at 
logical figures and help make decisions. 


At a cost of $27.95, the purchase of the 
book appears to be a good investment.

Heavenly Caves-Reflections on 
the Garden Grotto

“‘And after having remained at the entry 
some time, two contrary emotions arose 
in me, fear and desire-fear of the threat- 
ening dark grotto, desire to see whether 
there were any marvelous things within 
tts? 


Praised by writers from Pliny to Pope, 
the grotto has a rich and varied tradition: 
it originated as a motif in the classical 
world, where it was a ubiquitous feature 
imbued with mythological and oracular 

. symbolism. Its popularity was renewed in 
the Renaissance gardens of the humanists, 
in which its expressive effects achieved 
new heights with theatrical displays in the 
baroque nympheae of France and Italy, 
fanciful mazes in picturesque English 
landscapes, and melodramatic extrava- 
ganzas in the gardens of Wagnerian 
Germany. 


This miniature world was filled with fancy 
and mystery. Underground, the grotto 
was a source of nature’s secrets, as well as 
those of the muses and nymphs. But it 
was also a sanctuary for men that inspired 
inner reflections as well as poetical com- 
munions with nature. Above all, the grot- 
to was a museum in which men expressed 
their artistic understanding of nature and 
the cosmos. 


Naomi Miller is a professor of Art His- 
tory at Boston University, was a senior 
research fellow at Dunbarton Oaks in 
1976-77, and is currently editor of the 
Journal of the Society of Architectural 
Historians. 


Ms. Miller will talk on the history of the 
garden grotto — the caves in landscape 
gardens that were artificially enhanced by 
waterfalls and ornamental delights to 
imitate, control and even surpass the ef- 
fects of nature.
